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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's argument in claim 1 , on 
page 10 of his response dated 04/19/07 that Logston doesn't disclose "(1) means for loading into a memory(of the server) the initial server 
component portion, and (2), means for executing the initial server component portion loaded into memory(of the server) to provide the 
initial function to the client". See Logston 0078-0080, which shows corresponding client and server portions, particularly in paragraph
